In sum, therefore, the situation we find ourselves 


in with regard to the actual conduct of ‘the German . 


submarine warfare against comméfce’ and its effects 
upon’ ouF own ships and people ia substantially the 
same that it was when I addressed’ you on the 3d of 
February, ‘except for the tying> up. of “our shipping” 


' in our own ports because of the unwillingness of our, 


ship.owners to risk their vessels at sea without insur-7 
ance or adéquate protection, andthe «very serious 
cotigestion' of our commerce - which ‘has resulted—a 
congestion’ which is growing rapidly. more and more 
serious every day. 

This, in. itself, might — accomplish, in: 
effect, what the new German stbmerine orders were , 
meant to ac¢complish,-.so far as Weare concerned.’ 
We can only say, therefore, that the overt act which 
I have ventured to hope the’ Gérman commanders 


“would in fact avoid has not occurred. - 


But, while. this is happily true, it must be admitted 
that: there have been. certain additionAl indications 
and expressions of purpose on:the part of the German 
press. and the German authorities, which have: in- 
creased‘ rather than lessened ‘the impression “that, if 
our ships and our people are: spared, it willbe be- 
cause of fortunate ‘circumstances-or because the coim- 
manders. of the German submarines .which they may 
happen: to encounter: exércise an unexpected discre- 
tion: and ‘restraitit,. rather than because of the in- 
structions under which. those commanders are acting. | 

It ‘would be foolish to deny that the situation<is | 
fraught with the*gravest. possibilities and dangers. 


. No‘thoughtful' man ‘can fail to see that the necessity 


for definite action may come: at any -time, -if we are, 
in fact and not in word merely, to defend our: ele- 
mentary rights as a neutral nation. It would be most 
imprudent. to be unprepared. 

I cannot in such circumstances: be unmindful of 
the fact that the expiration of the term of thé present 
Congress is immediately at: hand. by .constitutional | 
limitation and that“it would in all ‘likelihood require 
an unusual length. of time-to assemble and organize 
the Congress which is to succeed it. 

I feel that I ought, in view ofthat fact, to obtain 


from you * and immediate assurance of the _ 


authority which I may need at any moment ‘to exer- 
cite.- No doubt I ‘already possess. that authority 


without special ‘warrant of law, by the plain implica- . 


tion. of my constitutional duties and powers; but 
] prefer in: the present circumstances not to act upon 
general implication. . I wish to fee} that.the author- 
ty and the. power of the Congress are behind me in 
whatever it may become necessary for me to do." We 
are Jointly the’ servants of the ‘people and must act, 
together ‘and- in’ their spirit, so far as we can ‘divine 
and interpret it. 


No one doubts what it is our duty to do. We must 


defend our commerce and. the. lives-of our people in 


the midst of the present trying circumstances with 
discretion but with clear and steadfast purpose.

the. method and the extent remain to be chosen, upoh - 


the<occasion, if occasion. should indeed arise. 
‘Since it: has~unhhappily proved impossible to safe-

guard our néutral tights by diplomatic means against 


thé unwarranted infringements they are suffering. 
at the hands of Germany, there may be no recourse 
but to arméd neutrality,: which we. shall know’ how 
to Mmajntain and for which, there is abundant Ameri- 
_can.precedent. 


It is devoutly to be’ hoped that it will not be neces- _ 


sary. to put armed forces anywhere ‘into“action: . The 
American: pedple do not ‘desire it,.and our desire is 
not-ditferent from ‘theirs. I am sure that they will 
understand the spirit in which I am now acting, the 
purpose I. hold nearest. my heart and would wish 
to exhibit in everything-I do. 


I'am anxious that the people of : the nations at 
war also should understand and not mistrust- us. .I 
hope. that I need give no further proofs.and*assur- 
ances than'I ‘have already given throughgut | nearly 
three years of anxioils patience that I am the friend 
of peace and mean to preserve’it for América so long 
as I am able. I am not now proposing or contemplat- 
ing war or any steps that need lead to it. I.merely 
request that you will accord me by your own vote 
and definite bestowal.the means and the authority to 
safeguard in. practice the right of a sreat people, who 
are at*peace and who are desirous of exercising none 
but the rights of peace, to follow the pursuit of. peace 
in quietness and good-will—rights recognized time out 
of mind by all‘the civilized nations of the world. 

* No. course of my choosing or of theirs will lead 
to war. War can. come: only by the ‘willful acts and 
aggressions of others.

their sustenance. We are speaking of no selfish - 
material rights, but of rights which our hearts ‘sup- 
port and whose foundation is that righteous passion 
for justice upon which .all. law, all structures alike 
of family, .of State, and of mankind must rest, as 
ypon the ultimate base of our existence’ and our 
liberty. :

Commerce Body Unanimously Asks 
Wilson to Protect Mail. Boats. 


White President Wilson was address- 
ing Congress yesterday, the Chamber 
of Commerce here adopted, with a unan- 
imous vote of its members’ a _ reso- 
lution urging that the: Government 
arm. all American ships carrying 
mailto and from Europe with naval 
guns and adequate gun crews.

In closirig, Charles A: Dana 
did: me - the, honor. to say in a lecture on the, 
modern newspaper that I had made the mod- 
ern newspaper possible by using ~ wood pulp 
and reducing the price. Second, some years 
since the Newspaper Association employed a 
skillful man’ at $15,000 per annum to go. to 
Washington and work for free 2 aad and 
pulp, He succeeded in the Wilton tariff.

-The’State Tax Department 
was asked to answer. three specific ques- 
tions. One of these had relation to the 
value of the special” “franchise rights 
enjoyed by the New York Centgal on 
the ‘west side of Manhattan. The second 
was. whether the contract agreement if 
carried out would give the railroad com- 
‘pany any» considerable immunity from, 
the payment of. such taxes, The third 
question had to do ‘with the loss in the 
assessed valuation, of such “franchises 
within the city of New York. . 

‘The Tax Commissioners in the report 
assert that they are unable to answer 
the last question at the present time.

In the country-wide search that is be- 
ing made for Ruth Cruger, the seven- 
teen-year-old daughter of Henty WD: 
Cruget, who disappeared thirteen days 
ago from her home, 180-Claremont Ave- 
nue, the police here and elsewhere fol- 
lowed many cides yesterday without 
success, Except for a description given 
by a taxicab driver of a girl and youth 
-who were passengers in his car on Feb. 
13°from 127th Street and Broadway to 
the Lenox. Avenue .subway station, 
which corresponds closely with the de- 
scription of Ruth Cruger, nothing has. 
been ‘learned of her movements . since 
she. was seen at the garage where she 
left ‘her. skates. 

“Hundreds of letters, most of them 
anonymous, continue to reach the par- 
ents of Miss Cruger. Other letters and 
cards have been received at the ‘Fourth 
Branch Police Bureau in Harlem and. 
at Police Headquarters, in which the 
writers: tell of having seen girls re- 
sembling the missing high school pupil. 
With-very few exceptions, this informa-_ 
tion is of no value, but the-~ slightest
